A dazzling pyrotechnics 
display frightened more than 
6,000 starlings from jtheir 
tree roosts [uesday night, 
but it also frightened a lot of 
people, some of whom said 
they should have had more 
notice that’ the explosive 
attack on the pesky .birds 
was planned. 

The explosions, flare 
lights, colored rocket effects 
and popping and crackling 
was arranged by the Granite 
Gity Sanitation’ Department 
as a hopeful means of 
eliminating, large flocks of 
roosting starlings from trees 
in the 2700 and 2800 blocks |of 
Washington Avenie, ahd 
Iowa and Ralph streets. 

Residents of the area said 
they received notice of the 
raid on the birds about 10 
hours before the city’s 
newly-purchased equipment 
was put, into use. One 
woman complained to city 
officials that more time 
should have been given so 
that. persons with heart 
problems or who wanted to 
get away from the noise 
would have time to do so.

Inhalatiqn of foreign ob- 
jects is the most common 
cause of accidental death to 
children under age six in the 
home.

Travelers Abroad see China scenes 


| At the late-September 
meeting of Travelers 
Abroad, Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilbert Engelke showed 
motion pictures and slides of 
their recent visit to Hong 
Kong and China: The trip 
was arranged by the Illinois 
Agricultural Association for 
its members, 32 of whom 
accompanied the Engelkes. 

Flying from San Fran- 
cisco, the wide-body plane 
feached Hong Kong in 14% 
hours. The group spent three 
days enjoying the sights and 
sounds of ‘‘the most 
beautiful, interesting, and 
exciting place on earth,” 
struggling through the busy, 
crowded streets, the large 
department stores, and the 
countless specialized shops 

They saw the fishing 
yillage where thousands of 
fishing folk have no home but 
a small boat; of which there 
are thousands tied up in the 
harbor, 

In one of the crowded 
shopping complexes, the 
Americans saw a small sign 
printed in clear English 
letters: ‘Nixon Library.”” 
Later, there were other 
reminders of the recent visit 
of the ex-president. 

‘As Hong Kong has been a 
British crown colony for over 
a century and is not under 


_the control of the Chinese 


government, it was 
hecessary for these 
Americans to show their 
passports and go through 
customs when they entered 
the vast Republic of China. 

Here, for the rest of their 
stay, they were under the 
control and guidance of the 
Communist officials, But the 
latter were consistently 
friendly and allowed their 
guests great freedom of 
movement. 

Engelke said there were no 
restrictions whatever on 
photographing. Never were, 
the Americans told by their 
English-speaking guides, 
‘You must! not photograph 
that.”” 

Although the Americans 
were primarily interested in 
agriculture, they also visited 
schools, hospitals, factories 
and tourist attractions. 

Mrs. Engelke, being a 
teacher herself, was so 


‘entranced with her visits to 
the pulic schools we visited.”” 


The pupils were polite, 
industrious and enthusiastic, 
very proud of their school. 

The school buildings and 
furniture resenbled that of 
American schools 200 years 
ago: rough benches, little 
equipment and few books. 
But the pupils without. ex- 
ception seemed proud of 
their school and were 
thrilled to have visitors from 
a far-off land. 

Most of them knew some 
English. One little girl knew 
only how to count to ten, but 
she was eager to demon- 
strate this knowledge to the 
visitors by counting on her 
fingers. 

One fourth’ grade English 
class was conjugating 
English verbs while a sixth 
grade algebra class was 
working problems which are 
found in American high 
school texts. 

Eighty percent of the 
Chinese people work on 
farms. What stuck the 
American visitors was the 
complete absence of trac- 
tors. Instead, there was the 
ever-patient water buffalo on 
evey farm 

No autos were seen on the 
rural highways, but there 
were many bicycles. 

Rice is still planted by 
hand, by workers wading 
water almost knee deep. 

The Chinese govenment 
has, eliminated the word 
“peasant” (from its official 
vocabulary, because of its 
evil /connotations under the 
old regime. Today, farm 
laborers are called 
“production workers.” 

In hospital visits, the 
Visitors saw several cases of 
acupuncture. In the zoos 
were ;pandas. Two factories 
that had never been seen in 
the United States were a jade 
factory and a place where 
pictures and other objects 
were made of feathers. 

The climax of the trip was 
a visit to Peking, the most 
renowned of all Chinese 
cities, the capital of the 
Chinese Emporer from

Congress shall 
make no law — abridging the freedom of 
speech — or of the press — or of. the others 
protected |by the First Amendment: And 
eyen despite its frequent and considerable 
discomfort in countless ways with the 
press, as a body and in person Congress 
has made no law abridging the freedom of 
the press. Not so the courts, however. Ob- 
viously, feeling no constraint by what the

involving the Stanford Daily, the U. S. 
Supreme Court upheld the authority of 
police to get a search warrant and, without 
warning, to burst into a néwsroom and 
ransack the place — even though no one 
there is suspected of a crime, In this ‘‘rule- 
of-rummage"’ decision, the ¢ourt in effect 
declared “open season” on reporters con- 
fidential notes| and tape recordings, on 
photographic |negatives, jon internal 
memos .and on everything else on'the 
newspaper premises. Under this court rul- 
ing, not only the press, but doctors, 
lawyers and private citizens are threaten- 
ed Fortunately, the Congress with | the 
leadership backing of the American 
Newspaper Publishers Association and 
others is taking action to remedy, this in- 
credible court decision 

Another stunning blow to press freedom 
came séveral months ago when a badly- 
divided Supreme Court ruled that | the 
public trial guarantee of the|Sixth!Amend- 
ment to attend pretrial hearings, This is 
another ruling by the high court of choking 
off the press at the source. 

Noting that some’ 90 percent of criminal 
indictments are settled at pretrial heaings, 
Allen H. Neuharth, head of the Gannett 
Company and ¢hairman and presideht of 
ANPA, said that ‘‘this secrecy ruling could 
mean that the public would get only a ten 
percent peek at how the judges handle the 
public business.’ Neuharth called the 
decision ‘‘another chilling demonstration 
that the majority of the Burger Court is 
determined to unmake the Constitution.” 
He said, ‘This decision’ is not simply a 
matter of free press vs. fair trial, Rather, 
it is the Supreme Court saying that the 
judiciary is a private Supreme Club which 
can shut the door and conduct public 
business in private.” 

And there are others. 

A 1972 Supreme Court decision says that 
a reportér has no right to withhold in- * 
formation about his sources from a grand 
jury in a criminal investigation, Another 
decision earlier |this» year ruled that a 
public figure who sues) for libel to prove 
malice has a right to inquire into a 
reporter/s state of mind at) the time he 
wrote the story. 

Press freedom is in trouble jn the courts. 

‘The press of America always (has 
respected and championed the importance 
of an independent judiciary, and it still 
does — but we now stand on the threshold 
of an imperial judiciary whose decisions 
threaten to erode our basic press 
freedoms 

Yes, press freedom is in peril and in con- 
stant need of defense by the people, by the 
people's representatives in the Congress — 
and by the press itself. The signs of the 
times suggest the worst may be yet to 
come.

shouldn't letters to the editorjas well? 

Professional writers expect and want 
editors to-read and correct their copy for 
grammatical; and spelling errors, to 
straighten out clumsy construction. But 
many letter writers cry ‘‘censorship” 
when their copy is edited even though a 
poorly-written letter might subject them to 
ridicule if published as written, 

Basic editing is simply common 
decency, just as weeding out the libelous 
and tasteless is basic self-protection. 

‘The solution? Letter writers should 
observe a few simple rules: 

Keep the letter short but complete. 

Stick to the point. 

Don’t repeat it. 

Don't try to blanket the state by having 
your letter copied and mailed to more than 
one, newspaper. Editoral pages ‘are not 
vehicles for mass dissemination — that 
smacks |of propaganda. Write-an original 
and different letter to each editor. 

Sign.your ndme and give your address. 
If there: are genuine reasons to fear 
retaliation, explain in a covering letter 
requesting that your name be withheld. 
Since editors are legally responsible for 
everything published, they must know the 
authorship of letters. 

Don’t demand that your letter be 
published on a certain day. It may be 
delayed in the mai] and not arriye by 

sdeadliné and it would be out-of-date if held 
for a week. Your letter will be well read on 
any day if it is interesting and ona topic of 
broad appeal. 

Paik —and this is not as frivolous as it 
may sound: Write legibly or ‘type, 
preferably double space to allow for 
editing, And write on only one side of the 
paper, please. 

If you want to tell the editor he’s 4 bum 
for writing a stupid editorial, fine. Tell him 
why you think his editorial was wrong — 
and you don’t have to begin by saying 
“you probably don’t have the guts td print 
this, but. . .”’ His skih is thicker than most 
and he has had plenty of experience with 
differences of opinion. Your disagreement 
will be nothing new.

Keep government accountable to informed public

Of the many freedoms 
Americans enjoy, none are 
more vital than the right of 
free press contained in the 
First Amendment and the 
right to a fair trial in the 
Sixth Amendment. 

We should not take thes 
rights for granted 
Historically, they hav 
served us- well. We musi 
recognize the need to 
preserve these important 
safeguards in our Bill of 
Rights 

Today, legal decisions and 
media rights are sometimes 
seemingly at odds. 

Recent decisions of th U.S. 
Supreme Court on such 
subjects as police searches 
of newsrooms and the 
closing of preitria| 
procedures to reporters hav: 
created friction between the 
courts and the media. | 

Judges, fulfilling their 
duty to insure a fair trial 


under the Sixth Amendment, 
have imposed “‘gag”’ orders 
on trial participants and in 
some cases have taken other 
measures they felt were 
necessary to guarantee 
fairness. 

Resistance to these 
measures by the news media 
is based on the belief that 
such restrictions violate the 
free press provision of the 
First Amendment 

All of us should remember 
that. the protections con- 
tained in the Bill of Rights 
were designed to insure 
varied, sometimes con- 
flicting, rights. Rights 
cannot be absolute when the 
exercise of one right in- 
fringes on another right. 

Which is greater — 
right of a defendant to 
receive a fair trial or the 
right of the media to provide 
the public with full and 
immediate accounts of a 
trial? 

The choice, when put in 
those terms, is perhaps 


the 


impossible. 

It is sometimes necessary 
to view these situations in a 
different light. How can we 
insure* that defendants 
receive the fairest trial 
possible? What. information 
concerning a defendant or 
trial would prevent a fair 
trial if: it were published 
before or during a trial? 

I know of no judges who 
want to restrict the public’s 
right to know and I don’t 
believe there is a newspaper 
reporter or.editor who would 
knowingly prevent a fair 
trial 

When conflicts arise 
between the First and Sixth 
Amendments, a critical 
balance must be achieved 
But we must guard against 
making one right 

eminent over another.

Canadian ‘and northern U.S. 
‘prairie pothole region’’ 
have provided the raccoon 
with ideal conditions to in- 
crease its numbers. Aban- 
doned farm buildings cuased 
by the consolidation of small 
farm units, and large brush- 
piles from bulldozed fen- 
cerows and windbreaks have 
provided new homes for 
raccoons. 

In addition, raccoons 
receive énly light pressure 
from hunting or trapping, 
despite record high prices 
for raccoon pelts. Hiber- 
nation comes to the nor- 
thland early, shortening the 
period that they are 
available to hunters and 
trappers. 

Coon hunting, a popular 
activity in.some southerly 
regions, also suffers from a. 
lack of raccoons due to 
‘hibernation, and has few 
enthusiasts due to lack of 
interest. 

The. canvasback is 
vulnerable in other ways as 
well. ‘About three-fourths of 
the continent’s population of 
canvasbacks migrate 

‘through a relatively simall 
geographic area during a 
limited time _frame,”’ 
Hawkins added, ‘‘and 
migration occurs when 
hunting activity in Canada 
and northern states is at a 
peak;’’ This places the bird 
in a precarious position. 

Should food for the 
migration-weary canvas- 
packs be in short supply, the 
welfare of large numbers of 
birds could be in jeopardy. 
Karl  Lorschgen, FWS 
biologist. stationed at La 
Crosse, Wis., explains 
“We've had 
vasbacks in late October on a 
50-mile stretch of, the 
Mississippi River near La 
Crosse. We hate to thik of 
what could happen to! these 

~pirds if there was no food 
available for them.” ‘ 

The winter bud on wil 
celery, a high-energy food 
favored by canvasbacks, is 
abundant qn Lake Onaloska 
near La Crosse. ‘This year 
may present a problem for 
the canvasback Lake 
Onaloski has lots of wild 
celery, but high, turbid 
water downstream has hurt 
the food this year,” ac 
cording to Korschgen. 

Wildlife biologists are also 
concerned about the

hazardous material. An 
accidental spill on the 
Mississippi River when 
canvasbacks are at the peak 
of their migration con- 
centration could prove 
devastating to|the species. 

Hunting pressure on the 
canyasback is strictly 
controlled. The 1979 
waterfowl season will again 
find) the canvasback a 
protected species along both 
sides of the Mississippi River 
from Prescott, Wis, to Alton 
Dam .in southwestern 
Illinois. 

This area receives the 
greatest concentration of 
birds in the- flyway, hence 
the closure during. the 
waterfowl season. 

Canvasbacks are also 
protected in several other 


areas along their migration 
route, and hunters should be 
aware of the regulations in 
the area they propose to 
bunt. 

While the canvasback and 

the redhead have main- 
tained a rather low 
population over the past few 
decades, biologists are 
somewhat optimistic that 
their numbers are showing 
an increase. 
. There appears to be 
enough habitat to support 
more birds, and bilogists are 
trying to assist these birds in 
attempts to increase their 
numbers. 

The day may yet come 
when the birds will travel the 
flyway in numbers that rival 
the “good old days.”

October should be a month 
to enjoy the fruits of your 
labors and the Indian 
Summer weather.

SPRINGFIELD — How 
does Illinois shape up tax- 
wise in comparison with 
other states? 

Pretty well. That’s the 
conclusion an objective per- 
son would, have td reach 
after doing. any significant 
research into the matter. 
‘The issue has become time- 
ly as ways are sought to 
taise additional revenue to 
mieet the transportation cri- 
sis, including the accelera- 
ting deterioration of Illinois 
highways. 

The recent summit con- 
ference of Gov. James 
Thompson and legislative 
leaders apparently ruled out 
any attempt to increase the 
statewide motor fuel, or gas 

—thx, as it is more commonly 
known. 

Because of the recent 
soaring increase in the price 
of gasoline, legislators, par- 
ticularly those downstate, 
have encountered strong 
sentiment against any fur- 

ther increase in the gas tax. 


But for the record, it 
should be pointed out that 
the Illinois gas tax at 7.5 
cents a gallon is not out of 
line compared to other 
states. In Michigan and 
Pennsylvania, for instance,

A 5 percent rate is 
levied by the District of Col- 
umbia plus the states of 
Maine, Maryland, Massa- 
chusetts, Mississippi and 
New Jersey. 

Illinois compares fairly 
well with its neighboring 
states of which Kentucky is 
the highest at 5 percent.

' That man, Art Heinricher, 
owner of Art’s Fleeting 
Service in the 2800 block of 
Rock Road, made _ his 
donation in June 1978, He 
doubled that gift this past 
May in response to SEMC’s 
efforts to develop a program 
of annual financial support. 

He, like many Quad-City 

, Tesidents and business 
people, realizes the need for 
private contributions to not- 
for-profit institutions like St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center. 

Less. than one year ago, 
only a few months after he 

made his initial donation, the 
board of directors approved 
a capital development fund 
drive under the direction of 
the Community! Relations 
Committee. f 

The drive mohey will 
supplement the capital fund 
over the next three years. 

The need for a fund drive 
arose last year as SEMC 
looked forward to the 
opening of the Ketteler 
Center and construction of 
the Ancillary Services~- 
Building. 

The board was faced with 
a 1979 budget request of $1.5 
million for new equipment. 

“We had to turn down 
equipment that doctors felt 
necessary because the 
dollars just weren’t there,’’ 
said itchell B. Milonski, 
secretary of the board and 
chairman of the Community 
Relations Committee. i 

“The board of. directors 
pared down the original 
figure by half and decided to 
place our. committee in 
charge of an organized fund 
drive to: supplement the 
¢apital fund,” he added. 

The capital fund drive, 
would raise monies 
primarily for medical 
equipment, and Milonski 
agreed to serve as chairman 
of this drive for equipment 
funds. 

His efforts have been 
directed ‘toward solicitating 

funds from the business 
community. | 


Periodic gifts from private 
individuals and businesses 
plus’ continued donations 
from the Ladies Auxiliary 
had been enough to sustain 
the medical center for the 
past ten years. 

But the board felt the 
organized effort was needed. 
* So the committee went to 
work and focused on three 
target dreas for - con- 
tributions: private in- 
dividuals, business and 
industry, and the medical 
staff. 

The committee set a goal 
of $1, million over a” three- 
year gift-giving period. 

“The response has been 
outstanding.

“There are approximately 
73 doctors on medical staff 
here and all will be asked to 
contribute,” said Milonski. 

“The program is going 
satisfactorily. Some have 
already been contacted and 
the response. has been 
generous,’) said Dr. Aron- 
berg. 

Milonski said the response 
from private individuals, 
directors and committee 
mémbers has ' been 
gratifying. 

The committee set off the 
campaign for funds from 
private individuals by 
sending a direct appeal 
message to former patients. 

Opening communication 
channels to the community 
about what the medical 
center offers is a byproduct 
of the fund drive. 

When committee members 
go into the community to 
solicit funds, they also relay 
information about the ser- 
vices offered by this Quad- 
City medical center. 

It is the first time the 
medical center has sought

SEMC is no longer’ a 
hospital, but a medical 
center with a multitude |of 
sevices, clinics and ex- 
panded facilities of which the 
community may not be 
aware.

“The three largest produc- 
ers of documentary films for 
television are NBC, CBS and 
David Wolper,” said Time 
magazine, fabeling the pro- 
ducer “Mr. Documentary.’ 

In the last 10 years, Wolper 
has developed an internation- 
al reputation as the foremost 

roducer of documentary 
‘ilms, while also establishing 
himself as one of the most 
astute businessmen in the 
industry. 

Wolper, who has made over 
500 films, which have won 
more.than 150 awards (includ- 
ing (Oscars, Emmys and Gold- 
en Globes), is one of the best- 
known filmmakers: in the 
business. 

Although his name isn’t a 
household word, many of his 
projects are. They include

Fly free date for Madison 
County is’ October 7-9. 

For farmers who think 
Hessian Fly might be a 
problem, wheat should not 
be seeded before fly free 
date. 

With the improved wheat 
varieties available, the 
Hessian Fly is normally not 
a problem. The main benefit 
from planting on or after fly 
free date is better disease 
control in wheat rather than 
reduced fly problems. 

A large number of county 
wheat demonstration plots 
were harvested in Southern 
Illinois counties. These 
averaged together to come 
up with an index on the 
public wheat varieties. 

The top indexing wheat 
variety was Hart with an 
index of 110. Other varieties 
and indexes included 
Stoddard - 105; Abe - 10:
